Major Guy Paget in his new and exhaustive work on 
Ferneley deals fully with the subject and quotes an interesting 
account, written by Squire Osbaldeston himself, of the behaviour 
of his Field, which led to the Bates of the original sketch of 
The Hunt Scurry.
